Roasting turkev in alumi­ 
num Coil is a rather new  
anrl much used method of 
rooking ponUrv. Kroxen tur­ 
keys shou'd he thawed, 
stuffed and trussed as usual 
before roasting.

In order to wrap the tur­ 
key, a "'id» piece of alumi­ 
num foil is needed 'light, 
medium, or heavv foil mav 
be used). Two nioces of foil 
mav be u--ed. to make one 
"wide ni^fr IPV t^om to?eth- 
rr and fold "drugstore" fash­ 
ion.

Lay the t u r k e y on its 
back in the middle of the 
foil. Place a small piece of 
foil over ends of the leg^ to 
prevent puncturing the out­ 
side of thp foil wrap.

Bring thp foil from one 
side up and over the breast 
of turkey and from the oth­ 
er side lay the foil over the 
first piece. (Overlay should 
b<» at least three inches). 
Smooth foil over the turkey, 
passing close to the body. 

Fold foil from underneath 
turkey up and over top of 
bird. The fnd folds should 
be three inches or more 
above the bottom of the pan 
to prevent drippings from 
running over top.

Place the wrapped turkey 
on Its back on a rack in a 
shallow roasting pan. Roast 
at temperatures and for J 
time given below. (Weight 
of turkey before stuffing).

8 to 10 Ibs., ir> to 16 
minutes per Ib; 10 to 12 Ib.
